Jackson said he was afflicted with 


fsiutina spells and after they passed 
nway he would become delirious, and in 
that* condition did not know what he 
waa doing. When a boy in Indianapf 
oils, he faid, he sometimes rose after a 
spell and wandered around fqr hours, 
not knowing what he had done. 


In his, confession Jackson gives no de- 


tails of the crime. When be admitted 
that the girl was murdered and that he 
knew of it he intimated that a third 
party committed the crime. His room- 
mate, Walling, confessed a guilty knowl- 
edge of the crime but only as a go be- 
tween. No doubt J«ck8OD is the princi- 
pal and William Wood, arrested at 
South Bend and now en route here, is 
deeply implicated Letters discovered, 
from Wood to Jackson, substantiate this. 
Nearly all of Wood's letters about the 
girl are in passessionof the officers. Many 
of them are unfit to publish. Jackson 
saje Wood is 'responsible for Pearl Bry- 
an's ruin. She arrived at Cincinnati 
Tuesday night, Jan. 38, and went to the 
Indiana house. At her request John 
Belli notfiied Jackson. ,, Jackson safs 
she came here to have an abortion per- 
formed and implies that Walling pro- 
cured it. He admits she was killed 
during an attempt to perform the opera- 
tion. Neither man is specific in his 
statements as to where and how the 
crime was committed, but both agree 
that it was last Friday night.

During the same period 
an increase in youthful criminals is no- 
ticeable. 
The courts are busy with 


them. They are eenf to our reform 
schools and our penitentiaries by the 
scores 
from 
almost every county, 


and, 
like 
the 
full-grown 
crimi- 


nal, 
probably not more than one 


in ten guilty ones have been detected in 
crime and eent up, that according to our 
policy ought to be eent up. Only a few 
days since two boys confessed to the 
crime of arson in this city, wh«- had not 
been detected in the crime, and here is 
a story from a Chicago paper in relation 
to three boye who were arrested fer 
stealing a punch bag from the Fair de- 
partment store. 
Their age* were 17,18 


and 10 years respectively. 
The little 


fellow confessed, and here is what he 
said and how he said it: 


"You 
see, mister, its jeat die way: 


Dese here skates have had me for a 
mark long onougb, and I'ao goin' to join- 
the Sunday school next Sunday. Dese 
kids are bigger'n I am, and they makes 
me climb over transoms and steal while 
they watches for de juoge/a. Yesterday 
dia big feller tells me I must go in and 
swipe a punching bag while he watches 
(or de juggers. I did so and gate de bag. 
When I comes out with it under me 
coat he says he wants bide if de bag was 
sold. De copper heard us talkin~ and 
we waa all pinched. 


Can anyone consider this state of 


things and not come to the conclusion 
there is something radically wrong in 
our policy as applied to the youth of 
our land. Boys trained in crime and 
the slang of crime, and at last appre- 
hended in crime and then our prison re- 
form applied to them. Ho» can we ex- 
pect much reform as the result of pun- 
ishment after the disposition to commit 
crime'has become established. Would 
it not be better to bring them into dis- 
cipline when young, by force, if neces- 
sary—by corporal punishment. Obedi- 
ence should be taught If it cannot be 
taught then it should be enforced when 
the boys are young. It should be done 
by the parent, the teacher, the city 
council, the police officers. Our boys 
must be* prevented from becoming wild. 
They must be restrained, or some day 
the country will reap a whirlwtad.

> WASHINGTON, Peb 6.—The Bed Lake 
and White Earth Indian reservations, 
comprising about a million acres, form- 
ing a part of the old Cbippewa reserva- 
tion in Minnesota, will be opened for 
settlement May 1st. The proclamation 
will be issued shortly.
